Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifth Year of the Republic of 
India a.s follows —

the Indian Tariff fThird Amendment) Act, 1954.

The object of the present Bill is to amend the First Schedule to the 
Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII of 1934) in order to grant protection 
to the Automobile Leaf Spring industry and to continue or discontinue 
protection to certain other industries on the advice of the Tariff Com¬ 
mission.
